" and Jutkr and Peter and Paul, in 
an age when labor and service were 

a badge of ■ inferiority and shame. 
But that old age w-ith its' false stan- 
dards an'l corrupt glories was dognied 
and dying, and they stood on the 
threshold and 'were ushering In. a new 
era when service was to become a 
. badge of royalty and a d languishing 
mark of the Sons of God and the 
citizens of heaven upon earth- The 
word servant aa used by ih?m reaHy 
meant a slave, They counted them- 
selves slaves of God and' of Christ. 

The word ond the relationship seem 
harsh and forbidding but not ^ when 
we know all the meaning. Theywero 
love-akves, The bondage that en- 
thralled them was the unbreakable 
bondage of Love. 

Not Compulaion 
There was & law among "the He- 
brews that for n» poverty or debt 
or erlme one man might become the 
servant of another, but he eould not 
be held in servitude beyond a cer- 
tain period, at the end of six yean 
he must lie Allowed to go free (Ex. 
21: 1—6; Deut 16: 12—17.) But if 
he loved his master and preferred io 
remain with him aa his slave, 4h*n 
the master in the presence of Judges 
waa to place the man against a door 
or door post and bore o hole through 
his ear, and this «u io be the mart 
that he was bis maater'a servant for- 
ever. 

It waa not the slavery of compul- 
sion and law, but the willing and glad 
slavery, of love. And this was the 
shiver; of £sul and of Jade, of Petor 
and James. Jesus had won them by 

They bad eat at the feet of the 
Great Servant of love, wbo came nnt 
to be served but to serve, to min- 
ister .to others, to give His life a ran- 
wm for all. They had seen Bim 
giving Himself to the poor, tbe weary, 
tho heavy laden, tho vile and sinful, 
and tbe unthankful. They bad seen 
Hi a blessed life outpoured. 
"Like the rush of a river, 
Wasting its waters forever and ever 
Amid burnt sanda that reward not 

the giver." 

They bad seen EJm "wounded for 
our transgress ions, bruised for our 
Iniquities* chastized for _ our peace 
and stricken that we might be healed'' 
and (heir hearts had been bowed and 
broken by Hia great loire, and hence- 
forth they were Hlfl bondslaves, no 
longer, free lo come and go aa they 
pleased, but only as He pleased, for 
tbe adamantine chain a of love held 
them, and the burring passion of lova 
eona trained them. Such bondage and 
service became to them the most per- 
fect liberty. Their only Joy now waa 
to do those things that were pleas.

Bom of Euro- 
pean parents, he had been nursed in th* 
lap of luxury and weailti. until, en- 
golfed in the stream of modem evils, he 
became a wreck. Then the terriblo faet 
became known to him that he was a 
leper. Doctors pronounced his case in- 
curable, and so ho hod come to tbe 
Colony to enu his days more or less in 
solitude. 

Found the Saviour 

I prayed for guidance, and tnen wrote 
to rtim. and a ft-; daya later received 1 
the glad news that be hod found tp« 
Saviour; and not only he. hut s leading 
Spiritualist elso. But this was not all. 
Just before leaving Java. I bod somo 
conversation with a medical gentleman, 
who ia also s leaoing Government offi- 
cial and iatereated In this work, and 
some two weeks later a letter was handed 
to me at a port of call which informed 
me that tnta doctor had paid a surprise 
viait to the Coluny, and had been deeply 
interested in all he saw, and in tbe 
European Convert, whom he medically 
examined ana declared to be cured or 
the disease. So convinced waa tne 
doctor of the genuineness uf the eure tnat 
be gave bim a letter of discharge and 
took him into hts own emnloy, 

Tnere can he little douht that the 
splendid work of aur self-denying Officers 
is recognised in all parts of the world 
and has wrri much sympathy for The 
Army from persona who ornerwise per- 
iibes would'give it little notice. More- 
over, the services of the Officers are 
appreciated equally by the Government 
—lor whom the leper work is under- 
taken — and the patients who benefit 
under their uevoted treatment.

The Spirit of Controvwy 

Am crest attaches to a law-suit which 
lias recently been mentioned iu the 
newspapers, not so much because of ' 
the claim itself as for the long drawn 
out dispute before settlement was ar- 
rived at. Arising out of a partnership 
which existed between two brothers 
for -JO years, litigation dragged 
through one" court after another (in- 
cliHlirTg- consideration by the Privy 
Council in Kngland) until after 21 
years' controversy the case ' was 
drought to an end at Osgoode Hall, 
Toronto, the other day. 

An even more lengthy dispute, also 
in Ontario, came to a close a week or 
so ago when rival nations of Canadian 
Indians, who had kept, up a bloody 
" fv4iJ fur several hundred years, came 
together in friendly agreement, ami 
after smoking the pipe of. peace the 
Out' representative Chief said lo the 
oilier, typifying a union of purpose 
"Sqv>- w hunt moose togelhcr !" 

These controversies bring to mind 
oilier long-continued struggles before 
uliidr-uit earthly disputations, how- 
ever important or of whatever cliarac- 
IiT. Miik into insignificance; the con- 
test between the soul and Cod. Who 
with the slightest experience in spirit- 
ual, things liab not found men and 
women livipg- admittedly in opposition 
to the known will of God Io$ing all

Touring in Africa 

. Ensign Asliby Relates His Experiences " 

- —Moelinga Well Attended— En- 

ro!-'cnt of Soldiers. 

Ensign Asliby, who with Mrs. Asliby 

recently left our ehoroa for South 

- Africa, to take up an appointment 
on the native work writes~as follows 
concerning' a recent tour. ■ 

"There was great excitement on 
" June SUii as we were informed that 
a Bhort tour was to be made through 
the Eomakive Reserve. We left Bui- 
mvayo ot 9.15 n.m. and found the fitst 
pniL iit li« >vs;l in gB^a condition. 
After travelling for many hours we 
made up bed* under lite cart mid 
were soon fast asleep. _ 

"We were up earlit the nejet day 
and were eoon on the road again. The 
natives informed w that a Arc had 
been going all night aa tigers: -were in 
the Vicinity. 

"Many rock rabbits und wild man- 
fcevs were seen during the day, and 
after reachinff the Hovle river, which - 
is very wide and the sand very soft 
we had to press the mules to get them 
through. During luneh hour the 
Major took some photos of the -hills 
and on our return we found the na- 
tive boy had ran away. It waa a 
difficult task to catch the mules. Some 
missionaries came along and helped 
us. We could not locate the boy so 
left without hiin. We had not pro- 
ceeded very f;ir however, when we 
saw him coming after U5 as fast as 
hfs leg's would carry him. Poor fellow 
he had tost the mules and had tried 
to find them. It turned out that while 
he wo3 hunting tho mules in one dir- 
ection they had returned from their 
place of hiding:. 

"Aftet travelling many miles by 
day and sleeping under the cart at 
night we duly Teached our destination. 
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"He is one of the oldest nnfcivtS Of- 
ficers in these parts. Aa soon as sup- 
per was finished, I took my comet . 
and played several tunes, and in a 
few moments natives came from every 
comer. Soon fifty gathered around 
bur fire and listened to an addresB 
from Major Barker. 

"Next day was Sunday and we had 
some splendid meetings. There were 
twenty-seven ot knee-drill and five 
recruits were enrolled as Soldiers in 
the Holiness meeting. In the night 
meeting we had a coal oil lamp and n 
caudle to light tho 'building, but we 
pot a rich blessing. One sister .was 
enrolled as a senior- Soldier and six 
little herd boys were made junior 
Soldiers* The Major requested me to . 
speak and I told rhc people that Sal- 
vationists in Canada were' praying 
for them. We retired early as m> 
were to start bright and early next 
day for our-return journey of neatly 
one hundred miles. 

"When breakfast and prayers were 
concluded we started an the road to 
Bullawayo. On our arrival at Hovie 
River We left the boy in charge of the 
moles and journeyed on foot to see 
a Mr. Lee, a white man who. had built 
his home on the top of a large rock. 
We enjoyed the visit immensely and. 
his home was just alright

How Farm Land in Ontario hat been preserved from ruin by 
willow and poplar planting 



AWAY back about the middle of 
the lost century a dense 
growth of timber, largely 
cedar, covered some GOO 
acres of land, belonging to the Crown, 
on the shores of Laka Ontario, ia the 
township of Hallowcll, Prince Edward 
eounty. The.holding waa made up of 



now being buried under a mound of 
sand 90 feet high. 

The first step towards' checking the 
menace was taken some ten years ago 
by Mr. Amos Macdonald and other 
property owners whose holdings lay

high hills and deep nwampy hollows, 
and ob tho hills were of sand and the 
hollows wet it was useless for agri- 
cultural purposes. But the timber was 
valuable, and this was gradually cut 
off. When it was then found that the 
hills were masses of fine sand. 
Sandbanks Moved 
Then something else began to oc- 
cur. The hills of sand, "The Sand 
Banka" of Prince Edward county, 
commenced to move in n sort of re- 
volving motion beforo the prevailing 
winds towards tho cast nnd south- 
east. At ftret the movement waa al- 
most impercaptiblej but as the years 
went by momentum Increased, First, 
tho intervening swampy hollows, 
forming part of the Crown holdings, 
were buried under the moving sand 
drift. Gradually dc^ed land waa en- 
croached upon as well, and then mild 
concern waa turned into real nlarm. 
But before the extent of the menace 
was realized great changes had taken 
place. The hanks which once extend- 
ed right up to the Hhore line were 
moved bock in plBcee until over a hun. 
dred acres of flat marsh were exposed 
between the hanks and the lake. Co- 
incident with thin not ouly were the 
hollows between the original hills fill- 
ed In, but 65 acres of privacy-owned 
farm lands lyiag directly in lino with 
the moving eand were covered up and 
rendered useless. One nian loot 30 
acres, and on old-time aonunor resort 
had to bo moved twice, its first site 



willowa, which bad been imported 
some hundred years before, and used 
these cuttings to form a plantation to 
check the drift on one side at least. A 
novel method was adopted in carrying 
out the planting. "The willow bran- 
ches had," anid Mr. Macdonald, "been 
cut in lengths about as great as could 
be conveniently hauled in a wagon to 
the scene of planting. Deep furrown 
were made with a plow la the loose 
sand at the edge of the drift, and the 
branches, untrimmed, wero laid 
lcngthwiBQ in the furrows, the bottom 
branches being intended to form roots 
and the projecting branches being left 
to make growth above ground. The 
Irene hen were filled with loose sand 
and tramped down. Two, and in 
places three, rows wera planted n few 
feet apart." 

Stopped the Drift 

This was done, as atated, ten years 
ago. Today the willowa ao planted 
have an average height of 3ft£Q4 feat, 
nnd the branches are interlaced. 
These rows of trees hare stopped tho 
sand drift in that direction at least. 

But something mora than local ef- 
fort waa needed ia dealing with ao 
large a problem, and Mr. Maedonald 
nnd his neighbors appealed to 
Premier Drnry and Hon. Mr. Bow- 
man to tnke hold of the work of re- 
clamation in a comprehensive way. 
Tbo appeal fell on sympathetic cars,. 
and Provincial Forester Zavftx waa 
instructed to taks charge of the

SOME FALSE NOTIONS REFUTED 

Thprp nm mnny false- ideas In the 
minds of numbers of people regarding 
Brazil, which, hy the way, is tho latest 
opened Held for Salvation Army effort 
According to Professor Sarolea Bra- 
zil, instead of being unhealthy, has 
atnmped out yellow fover and achiev- 
ed conspicuous triumphs by hyglons 
nnd sanitation. Another false notion 
is tfaat Brazil rem n ins nn exotic tropi- 
cal colony, but the European who dis- 
embarks at Rio de Janeiro or Santos 
fails to discover any essential differ- 
ence between the Eastern and Western 
hemispheres, for tha Brazilian wears 
tho aame clothes nnd follows tho name 
fashions and social conventions aa tha 

The grent mistake is to suppose that 
Brazil is a country of h&lf-treeds and 
half-castes, whereas there aro fewer 
hlacks in tbo State of Bio or Sao Paulo 
and in tha southern parts of Brazil 
than in the southern parts of tho 
United fitotcs. 

Prof. Snrolea refutes the false na- 
tions that the Brazilians are bncltward 
or lazy. The whole history of modern 
Brazil has been a heroic and trium- 
phant struggle with hostile elcmantnl 
forces. Neither nrc the people im- 
moral, nor is the country politically 
unstable. 

work. A commencement was mnde 
by plautjng cnttings nt intervals 
along tho lino of drift, beginning st 
the outer edge and extending back 
for at least half a mile, some 1BO.OU0 
saplings being used in nil. Thcso were, 
planted in sections of five or six rows 
eneh. There is a space of about two 
yards between the rowe in each aec- 
tlon and of about GO yards between 
sections. The later spaces aro to ba 
filled in with Jack pine after tho wil- 
lows nnd poplars now in ptace are 
high enough to afford protection 
again st sand drift" for the slow 
growing pine. 

In starting this work the profes- 
sional experts profited by the experi- 
ence of the local amateurs. Tbo first 
row of each section of five or six rows 
constats of Holland willows planted as 
neighboring farmers had planted 
theirs ten years ago — long lengths be- 
ing laid In furrows plowed for the 
purpose. These have nlready mado a 
good growth and promiBo to form a 
JuRlcicat protection for the Individual 
cuttings of poplar planted in rows on 
the leeward side of the willows, There 
is plenty of moisture a few inches be- 
low the surface, nnd alrendy the long 
Lines of poplar nnd willow appear to 
have hecomn fully rooted ami promise 
to form an effective check against fur- 
ther drift. It ig intended to keep up 
tho work of planting until the entire 
banks arc covered, and in the cooraa 
of a quarter of a century BOO acres of 
oand hills, which for 2C years had 
heen a grave menace to neighboring 
valuable agricultural land, will be Cov- 
ered by a dense grawth of timber that 
will increase in value from year to 
year. '

Dark Uva*JBrightancd 
As the dark places of earth— the 
stt-MtS of Cities, through which people 
groped their way and criminals prowl- 
ed, rbout in the days of old— have been 
illuminated by electricity, the genuis 
of Edison, so tbe darkened Jives of 
millions of sinners have received the 
effulgent glory of Him who "Iighteo- 
etb every man," by the genius of Wil- 
liam Booth. 

The question I want to raise in this 
article la, "What can The Salvation 
Army do to save bad boys and bring 
tho light and hope of salvation into 
their lives t" 

As a rule, oar company-meeting ef- 
forts are for the good boys and girls 
who are willing to come In and leam."" 
If the little rowdy comes in, shouts, 
aeufflcs and becomes a nuisance, it is 
quite natural to put hint out. 

Ont of the great, countless number 
of these so-called "bad boys," is there 
not one of the most profitable fields 
for the soul-winner — the local officer 
of The Salvation Army? 

Let us find out why this boy is not 
as good as other boys. 

Bad Homes 
First, Tbia boy Is uudcrprivileged 
In home life. He has parents who take 
little interest in his welfare. Home 
sometimes is more like hell. Sin of 
every variety u practised by parents, 
brothers and sisters. 

Second, Tbe neighborhood is often 
bad. He finds little attraction in his 
home; he seeks the street for happi- 
ness. Here he comes in contact with 
"the gaug," Before he knows it -he is 
- led on from one evil to another until 
his life is desolated nnd his opportuni- 
ties gone. He has little vital spiritual 



inf]uence L brought to bear upon him. 
If be has any Icnowledge of religion it 
Is perchance formal and without the 
joy and faith that we teach. We And 
these boys resort to vile habits, flitch 
as cursing, stealing, petty gambling 
and a multitude of evils. The -police 
are about-the only Individuals that 
take notice of them — to cheek tbem, 
or arrest them when they go too far. 
However, I have found policemen who 
have taken a special Interest when 
they aee The, Salvation Army officer 
setting the example. It Is true The 
Salvation Army prison worker* reach 
some of the bad boys when they are 
convicted and landed in jail. What I 
hope to do is to outline what can be 
done with them to bring them to the 
Saviour and get them saved before 
they have the wretched memory of a . 
penal or correetivo institution to took 
back upon as their career is being 
formed. __ 

Moat Reachable 

My many years' experience working 
among that claes of boya hns taught 
me that they are most reachable. 

Considering their environment and 
thoir religious nnd eoclal prejudices, 
they must be saved by extraordinary 
methods. There is no greater field 
then saving these boys* Already some ' 
corps are doing a good work along

■ Instead ol calling him a bad boy, wa 
will' take the acceptable current 
Phrase, ''The Underprivileged Boy."- 

You will find "The Gang" usually In 
their own restricted neighborhood, 
sometimes in one quarter of a town. 
In Jersey City there were "Boys of 
the Patch," "The Gsmmontowri 
Gang," "The Hobokcnitea," and "The 
Konghnecks of the Horseshoe." These 
gangs made up their pleasure on vari- 
ous occasions by meetiog In bloody 
conflict with munitions of bricks, cob- 
blestones, sticks and occasionally guns 
The police and hospital ambulances 
were kept busy with the wounded. 

Crap shooting and looting . the 
freight can and other places where , 
goods conld be found were in tho daily 
work of the gangsters, and the unsus- 
picious "junk sbop" ran a thriving lm.
